ae New Order by the Tsar. . 

_ Sr Perenspune; Jon. 27. 
Although tho present Government's ap- 
parent dvtormination.to persist ii a policy, 
of reaction, taken in conjunction «with the 
disastrous condition of the country's 
finances, the spectre of famine, and the 
unrelonting bitterness which porsiste among 
all claggos, is not calculated to warrant 
much hope. of a peacoful developinent of 
the Russian crisis, there isnt least ono 
bright ypot onthe berizon.
